AG Says Judge’s Expense 
Check Violates Statute

Our system of laws in America 
assumes no person is above the law. 
This has been shown in recent years by 
a president resigning under fire; a 
number of federal officials being sen- 
tenced to jail from related incidents; 
elected state officials being convicted of 
taking bribes and/or using their office 
for personal gain; school officials and 
county commissioners within the state 
being charged with taking kickbacks on 
purchases, e¢c. 

Assuming none is above the law of 
the land, and that we want our public 
officials to properly spend our tax 
money and obey all other laws, the 
question is raised about the Coffee 


JUDGE JAMES SAWYER 


County Probate Judge James Sawyer's 
continuing to draw a $450 monthly 
“expense allowance’’ for serving as 
chairman of the county commission. 
Attorney General Charles Graddick 
ruled in a similar situation in Blount 
County on January 31, 1979, that since 
the probate judge was drawing a salary 
as prescribed by Alabama law, he 
wasn't entitled to the additional 
compensation. 

Sawyer has drawn the $450 for every 
month since Coffee County changed 
from the fee system to a salary for the 
probate judge in January 1977 when 
Sawyer officially began the present 
term of office. 

Through October of 1981 this totaled 
$26,100 he has drawn contrary to what 
the attorney general rules he is entitled 
to receive. 

Act 460 of the Alabama legislature 
of 1976 established the salary for three 
county officials including the probate 
judge. The probate judge was started 
the first year of his present term at 
$23,000 with $500 increases each year 
until it reached a maximum of $25,000 
salary. 

The act reads, ‘‘The salaries here- 
inabove provided shall be payable in 
equal monthly installments from the 
general fund of such counties and shall 
be paid in lieu of any salaries, expense 
allowances, or other compensation 
heretofore prescribed by law for such 
officers. .... Ute 


acim... The Blount County Jaw reads in-part 
© — ‘*Such salaries shall be paid in lieu of all 


other compensation heretofore provided 
by law and shall be paid in equal 


monthly installments. . . .°’ Looking 
back to the Coffee County law, it 
includes the above wording plus the 
words, “expense allowances’’ which 
should clear any doubt on the monthly 
check. Graddick ruled, *‘The salary 
prescribed is the total compensation to 
be received by the probate judge 
according to the specific language of the 
statute’. If the wording applies to 
Blount County, Alabama, then surely it 
applies to Coffee County, Alabama. 

The basis behind the continued 
drawing of the expense money is 
apparently a 1972 ruling by then 
Attorney General Bill Baxley that the 
probate judge is a member of the county 
governing body and is entitled to 
expense allowance. This ruling was 
requested by Conrad Fowler, chairman 
of the Shelby County Commission. 
However, the 1976 act eliminated 
“compensation heretofore prescribed 
by law for such officers, ... . 

Judge Sawyer did receive the same 
expense allowance ($150 monthly) as 
allowed the commissioners for his first 
six years in office. He filed a single 
claim for $9,000 covering the years 1971 
through 1976, and this was paid some 
time after the claim was filed. 

If this is truly a country of laws, then 
all involved should abide by the laws of 
this country. If the elected officials are 
not being paid an adequate salary, then 
this country should quickly change the 
laws to pay these officials a fair salary; 
and these officials. should strive to build 
respect for the law and the government 
by not accepting monies that are 
prohibited by law. 


uch salaries shall be paid in lieu of all 
Bther compensation heretofore provided by law and 
shall be paid in equal monthly installments out of 
the general fund in the county treasury." 


"All fees, commissions, allowances, percen- 
tages, and other charges heretofore collected for 
the use of the judge of probate, tax assessor, and 
tax collector, hereafter shall be collected and paid 
into the general fund of the county." 


The salary prescribed is the total compensation to be receive 
by the Probate Judge according to the specific language of thg 


statute.

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County Commission To Oppose 
Closing Of The Railway Stations 


A request to the Alabama Public 
Service Commission by the Seaboard 
Coastline Railroad to close railway 
offices in Elba and New Brockton will be 
opposed by the Coffee County 
Commission. The commission voted in 
its Monday, October 12, meeting to go 
on record as opposing the closing, and 
stated it would forward a resolution to 
the Public Service Commission noting 
its opposition. 

A public hearing on the request is 
set for October 22 at 9:00 a.m. in the 
P.S.C. hearing room in Montgomery, 
and at least one commissioner stated he 
would attend. 

Sheriff Brice Paul came to the 
meeting to present a detailed study on 
the total number of man-days spent in 
the county jail by state prisoners. The 
report showed a total of 17,900 actual 
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days, which means the state would owe 
the county between $6S- 75,000 for 
housing the prisoners. 

Paul also received permission to 
send out invitations to bid on two patrol 
cars. The bids will be on cars with and 
without a special ‘‘police package.’’ 
Commissioner Rex Boutwell was 
against getting cars with the police 
package, noting considerable trouble 
the county has experienced with cars 
equipped with the package. Sheriff 
Paul had an opposite view of the need 
for the police package, saying Boutwell 
was wrong and that the cars without the 
package didn’t last as long as those with 
it. However, the sheriff did agree to get 
bids on both models. 

In other action at Monday’s meet- 
ing, the commission: 

***voted against allowing the county’s 
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new garbage pickup service to pick up 
garbage inside the Enterprise corporate 
limits in Dale County; 
***apreed to accept a settlement in the 
amount of $1,725 for a 1974 truck 
involved in a wreck; 
***approved a request to allow the New 
Brockton Elementary School to use the 
Farm Center on October 29 for a 
Halloween Carnival; 
***was asked to contact its legislators 
opposing a 12 percent cutback in 
revenue sharing funds on January 1, 
1981; 
***aoreed to change the opening date 
of bids on pipe, asphalt and stone to 
November 9: ; 
***and paid bills. 

The next meeting will be on 
Monday, October 26, at 9 a.m. in 
Enterprise.

Board Of Education Ends 
Year By Borrowing Money 


After approving a $1.75 million 
budget for the 1981-82 school year, the 
Elba City Board of Education passed a 
resolution to seek a $25,000 loan from 
local banks. 

Superintendent John Osburn told 
board members during last Thursday's 
meeting, that the $25,000 is needed to 
overcome a ‘‘cash-flow problem”’. 

State law requires schoo! boards to 
keep a month’s operating expense in 
reserve at all time. However, proration 


- and installation of a new roof at Elba 


Middle School has depleted the surplus. 

“The $25,000 is needed to meet 
current obligations such as payroll, 
bills, and accounts. The reason we’re 
having to borrow this money now is due 
to a cash flow problem,’’ explained 
Osburn. 

Osburn, who took over the reigns of 
the superintendent's office in August, 
also warned the board that he sees ‘‘no 
way around”’ having to borrow another 
$75,000 short-term loan in November 
when final payment on the roof and new 
high school wing is due. 

‘As a result of 3.5 percent proration

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tures on the new roof, our one month's 
operating reserve that we normally have 
has been depleted,”’ added the Osburn. 

‘*With a very tight budget this year, 
we should be able to recover the amount 
of funds we're having to borrow.” 

After the school board was unable to 
reach a settlement with the company 
that installed the middle school roof to 
repair leaks, the members voted last 
summer to replace the roof and file a 
lawsuit against the company. 

The 1981-82 budget is $366,000 less 
than last year’s budget and allocates no 
money for new school buses or for major 
repairs to the physical buildings. 

‘‘We were not able to budget (1) a 
feasible amount for interior renovation 
of the middle school; (2) general 
maintenance; or (3) a new school bus,”’ 
Osburn said, ‘‘Those are three items we 
desperately’ needed some operating 
capital for that we don’t have." 

‘‘But we are feeling the effects of 
three years of proration, the expendi- 
ture of the middle school roof, and a 
decrease in federal funds.’’ 

The largest expenditure in the 
budget is for salaries and fixed charges 


which consumes $1.5 million or 85.5 
percent of the system’s money. This 
item covers salaries for all teachers, 
support personnel, lunchroom workers, 
and central office staff. ‘‘It is impera- 
tive that we live within this budget and I 
will be calling on all the faculties and 
staff to assist me in everyway possible 
in being as financially conservative as 
we can be,’’ Osburn said. 

The budget includes only $9,500 for 
school plant maintenance. One board 
member noted that it takes almost that 
much money each year to keep his one 
house in ‘‘working order’’. 

Osburn said he originally budgeted 
$21,000 to purchase a new school bus, 
but had to cut it out before drafting the 
final version. 

The biggest portion of the school 
revenue comes from the state--$1.4 
million (81 percent); with the federal 
government adding $193,000 (10 per- 
cent); $75,000 from an 11 mill district 
tax; $47,000 miscellaneous (city); and 
$35,000 from a county-wide tax. 

Federal money is earmarked for 
specific programs such as Title I, Title 
4B, Title 6B, and career education.

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Commission Hears Complaints 


The Coffee County 
Commission met in regular 
session on Monday, October 
12, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise, and _—iheard 
several county residents 
voice their opposition to the 
dual courthouse system, the 
size of a new jail to be built in 
Enterprise and the proposed 
one-cent sales tax introduced 
by Representative Jimmy 
Holley. 

The meeting started out 
routinely with a rural resi- 
dent complaining about the 
condition of the road on 
which he and 12 other 
families live. Charles 
McGlothren stated —tthe 
county pulled the ditches and 
worked up the road several 
years ago, but since then it 
has only been scraped. He 
added that commissioners 
had been promising to work 
the road for 25 years, and 
said he wanted it done. 
McGlothren declared, ‘*‘l 
think it is time to put 
priorities in to include rural 
residents, not to build a 
four-cell holding jail in the 
bottom behind the court- 
house.” 

The commissioners in 
McGlothren’s district agreed 
to go and check out the 
problem, but the comment 
about the jail lit the fuse that 
turned into a_ full-scale 
explosion. 

Hoover Moore stated, 
‘We people are here to see 
good government prevail,’ 
while James Jolley declared, 
“All we want is what we 
deserve in the county. I have 
been here a long time and we 
have a situation that isn’t 
good. People have been 
bickering for many years, 
and now this sales tax will do 
nothing but keep us in the 
1900's. We need one central 
location - I don't care where 
it is as long as a majority of 
the people in the county 
decide. We don't need a 
dual courthouse system." 

County Attorney Warren 
Rowe answered the speakers 
by saying, “The law was 
created in 1903 -- these 
commissioners aren't to be 
blamed! You have different 
factions wanting the 
courthouse in different 
places, but you have fo 
majority agreeing on any one 
spot. Until then you will 
have a dual system in the 
county. A petition has been 
floating around to move the 
county seat to Enterprise for 
over a year and it still needs 
over 2500 signatures. What 
you advocate is for the 
commission to disregard the 
court order and forget the 
sales tax resolution; I don’t 


want my clients to go to jail.” 

One gentieman spoke up 
and said, “I keep hearing the 
county needs a new court- 
house and jail -- well | come 
here once a year to pay taxes 
and buy my tag, and I don't 
think we need a new jail or a 
new courthouse. There isn't 
enough leadership on the 
commission, and there is too 


much selfishness in 
Enterprise to get the petition 
passed.”" 


The statement about a 
lack of leadership seemed to 
rub Commissioner Charlie 
Mack Martin the wrong way, 
and he stated, ‘‘I'll be glad to 
support one courthouse and 
jail, and will vote for it when 
it can be done legally. I will 
abide by the law, whether I 
like it or not. I don’t have the 
authority to change the law; 
if you want to change the 
law. fine - but don't accuse 
us of a lack of leadership.” 

One gentleman who had 
researched the original act of 
1903 gave a most informative 
speech on the matter and 
suggested the people 
support a new state con- 
Stitution that would drop the 
old laws made in ‘‘horse and 
bugey days’’, while Jolley 
spoke up again and asked the 
commission to ask the legis- 
lators to change the two 
courthouse system. 

“It can't be done," 
repeated Rowe, ‘the only 
method to change the duai 
system is by petition - the 
law is clear. If you want to 
change the system, get 50 
percent of the voters, plus 
one, to sign it; but if you're 
looking for someone to 
blame - look in the mirror - 
don't blame the commis- 
sioners."* 

Ken Hooks, an Enter- 
prise attorney, and an 
assistant district attorney, 
became incensed over 
Rowe's speech and charged 
across the room, saying, 
“What Mr. Rowe said is an 
intentional effort to mislead 
the people. What he said is a 
bold-faced Jie! The lawsuit 
was to force the commission 
to abide by the law and to 
provide a suitable jail in 
Enterprise - it didn’t say one 
thing about remodeling the 
courthouses and the Elba 
jail. If the Elba courthouse is 
remodeled, it will kill the 
petition and all efforts to end 
the dual system for 25 years. 
The judge ordered the 
commission to build a jail, 
but in an effort to get around 
it the commission tied in 
other matters. We have 
courthouse problems - not 
a crisis - we have a jail crisis. 
Don't be misled, the reso- 


lution stated the jail in 
Enterprise would not exceed 
four cells, and that the actual 
number would be left up to 
the discretion of the com- 
mision. which will probably 
be zero! If this sales tax plan 
passes, there can never be 
one dime spent to build more 
than a four-cell jail in 
Enterprise."” 

After his blistering attack 
on the commission and the 
county attorney, Hooks 
singled out Commissioner 
Martin saying, ‘I find fault 
in that you voted to go along 
with a measure that would 
extend the two-courthouse 
issue for 25 more years. A no 
vote is better than a bad 
vote!” 

The commissioners, 
obviously split on the issue, 
bickered briefly among 
themselves, and then Rowe 
repeated, “'There is no way 
to get the courthouse out of 
the issue. This can only be 
resolved if a petition passes 
and the people of the county 
vote on it.” 

Commissioner Marvin 
Bowden made a motion to 
ask Representative Holley to 
withdraw the sales tax 
resolution, and for the 
commission to comply with 
the court order and build a 
jail in Enterprise out of ad 
valorem taxes. Commis- 
sioner Eugene Bradley 
seconded the motion, but it 
was in immediate trouble as 
Commissioner Rex Boutwell 
asked, ‘‘How will we pay for 
it?"", and Commissioner 
Martin said, “‘] would object 
to any motion that would go 
against sworn testimony 
presented to the judge; I am 
afraid it would put us in 
contempt of court."’ 

Martin then made a 
motion to amend Bowden's 
motion, eliminating the 
wording about withdrawing 
the sales tax resolution and 
adding a sentence asking the 
legislators to introduce 
legislation allowing the 
people to vote on a court- 
house site. Martin’s motion 
died for lack of a second, 
while Bowden's motion died 
by a vote of 3-2 (with Martin, 
Boutwell and Grant voting 
no, and Bowden and Bradley 
yoting yes. Commissioner 


) Billy Eagerton was absent.) 


Enterprise Mayor Don 
Donaldson asked the com- 
mission to drop the re- 
striction of the jail having 
only four cells, and the 
commission yoted  unani- 
mously to adopt such a 
motion. However, the com- 
mission later made it clear 
it still had the final say on the 
size of the jail, and at this

Treat burns with prevention 


The most effective way 
to treat a burn is to pre- 
vent it from ever occurring. 
The staff at The Children’s 
Hospital of Alabama has 
prompted the hospital to ini- 
tiate an active burn preven- 
tion team dedicated to teach- 
ing young children and their 
parents ways to prevent burn 


accidents from happening. 
Children under the age of 
four are the most likely 
candidates to be involved ina 
burn accident, according to 
sta..stics compiled by the 
nursing staff at Children’s. 
The general public is un- 
aware of the danger of very 
simple items. For example, 


ordinary tap water accounts 
for approximately 17 percent 
of all child scaldings that 
require hospitalization. 
These scaldings can be pre- 
vented if people will set 
their hot water thermostat 
no higher than 120 degrees 
Fahrenheit.

FOOD SUPPLY 

As the weather turns 
cooler this month, you'll find 
many foods in _ plentiful 
supply. Look for abundant 
supplies of pork, turkey, 
broiler-fryers, eggs, milk and 
milk products, dried prunes, 
rice and dry beans and fresh 
apples, grapes, Bartlett 
pears, oranges, lemons and 
sweet potatoes. 

Beef, onions, peanuts, 
dry peas, and fresh potatoes, 
winter pears and cranberries 
should be available in ade- 
quate supply. You should 
also find average supplies of 
the following canned foods: 
peaches, pears, fruit cock- 
tail, applesauce, snap beans, 
sweet corn, tomatoes and 
tomato products. 

Frozen snap beans, sweet 
corn, green peas and spinach 
as well as canned, frozen and 
chilled citrus juices should be 
available in adequate supply. 
Supplies of fresh grapefruit 
and frozen potatoes are ex- 
pected to be light. 


HOW TO UNMOLD 
GELATIN 

First, allow gelatin to set 
until firm, several hours or 
overnight. Also, chill serving 
plate or individual! plates on 
which mold will be served. 

1. Before unmolding, run 
knife around edge of gela- 
tin. Or pull gelatin from edge 
with moist fingers. 

2. Dip mold in warm 
water, just to rim, for 10 
seconds. 

3. Lift from water and 
pull gelatin from edge of 
mold gently with moist fin- 
gers. 

4. Place moistened serv- 
ing plate on top of mold. 

5. Invert mold onto plate 
and shake to loosen gelatin. 
If gelatin doesn’t release 
easily, dip mold in warm 
water again. 

6. Gently remove mold 
and center on plate. 
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New Laws Affecting Veterans’ Benefits 


Congress has passed two 
new laws that can greatly 
affect many veterans, ac- 
cording to John H. Taylor, 
State Department of Veter- 
ans Affairs Service Officer 
for Coffee County. One deals 
with former prisoners of war, 
and the other deals with eli- 
gibility changes in VA burial 
benefits. Both were effective 
October 1, 1981. 

Public Law 97-37 reiates 
to former POWs. Its main 
purpose is to expand the 
basic eligibility criteria for 
health care benefits for them 
by reducing the qualifying 
POW internment period from 
six months to 30 days. It also 
eliminates time limitations 
for presumption of service- 
relatedness of diseases asso- 
ciated with nutritional defi- 
ciencies, psychosis, and 
neurosis, including  post- 
traumatic stress neurosis. 

Public Law 97-35 relates 
to changes in eligibility for 
VA burial benefits, Basically 
this law eliminates wartime 


Deadline 
For Rural 
Water Set 


O.H. Peterson, interim 
chairman of the N.W. Coffee 
County Water Authority, 
said November 2, 1981 is 
the sign-up deadline for per- 
sons interested in a FmHA fi- 
nanced rural water system in 
the Stinson, Pine Level, Bul- 
lock and Weed communities. 

The sign-up fee of $75, 
set by the Farmers Home 
Administration, entitles each 
user to a water connection 
and meter box at his property 
line. However, if the system 
is not constructed, the $75 
will be refunded to the 
proposed user. A minimum 
of 275 signed users must be 
obtained for the water sys- 
tem to be installed. 

Chris Harmon, assistant 
district director of the 
Farmers Home Administra- 
tion, met with the authority 
on October 1 and assured 
those present that his agency 
would make a loan of 
$650,000 to the authority if 
the 27S users are obtained 
and other requirements are 
met.

Dan Presley and I attend- 
ed a meeting in Ozark re- 
cently to discuss marketing 
cattle in groups. The cattle to 
be sold in this one large 
regional sale would be 
grazed throughout the winter 
months with the sale coming 
sometime in April or early 
May. 

Several neighboring 
southeastern states have had 


highly successful sales of 
cattle which were bought in 
the fall, grazed throughout 
the winter and sold at auc- 
tion in early spring. 

In the graded sale that is 
being discussed the cattle 
would not be brought in to 
the sale but would be picked 
up at the farm after the sale. 
If you are interested in 
grazing cattle throughout the 
winter and marketing in a 
special sale in the early

RESTED LAND 


I am getting reports of 
some excellent peanuts be- 
ing grown on land which had 
been in Coastal Bermuda 
and Bahiagrass. In fact, 1 
have heard of one report of a 
little over two tons per acre 
being made where the field 
had been in Coastal Bermuda 
grass for a number of years. 

Research shows that pea- 
nuts following Bahia or 
Coastal Bermuda sods which 
are only five years old are 
just about as effective in 
increasing peanut yields as 
10 to 15-year rotations. Re- 
search is continuing on this. 

Farmer experience shows 
that in most cases peanuts 
can be planted three times in 
a field which has just come 
out of pasture before yields 
begin to decline. We have 
many situations in the county 
where growers may find it 
profitable to take in some of 
their Bahia or Coastal land 
for two or three years to take 
advantage of the yield in- 
crease. 


SOIL TESTING 

Supplies for soil testing 
are available at all of the 
agti-business firms and at 
the County Extension office 
in New Brockton. We cer- 
tainly do urge farmers to go 
ahead and get soil samples 


run on each field which will 
be cultivated in 1982. 

If you are not sure what 
you want to plant in‘a field, 
you can indicate several 
crops that you might grow, 
and the laboratory will give 
recommendations for each 
one. Of course, where you 
know the crop that will be 
planted, you can indicate this 
and they will just give you 
that recommendation. 


Soil testing is for home- 
owners and gardeners as 
well. Some of the best money 
you can spend is to have a 
lawn sample run and also a 
garden sample. Testing 


simply enables you to apply 
fertilizer and lime with pre- 
cision rather than guessing. 
You'll have a better garden 
and a better lawn if you soil 
test and also follow other 
recommendations.

“Let it rain, let it rain, let 
it rain!"’ Those had to be the 
thoughts of Elba’s Coach 
Mack Wood last Friday night 
as he watched his fired up 
Tigers battle to post a 14-7 
upset win over the defending 
State Champion Charles 
Henderson High Trojans, of 
Troy. 

The win, played in a 
downpour in the first half, 
upped Elba's slate to 4-3 (3-i 
in Area), while the loss 
dropped Troy's record to 3-3 
(1-2 in Area), It was also the 
99th career victory for Coach 
Wood, moving him only one 
win shy of the illustrious 100 
win level. 

Troy won the toss and 

elected to receive, but put 
the ball in play on their own 
12-yard line after a big tackle 
by Elba’s Patrick Jones. The 
Trojans fumbled on their first 
play, their first of 11 during 
the game, and two plays later 
had to punt. Elba fullback 
Ted Horstead ripped for 14 
yards on first down, but the 
Tigers couldn't move and 
had to punt. Paul Cox's 
punt covered only 25 yards, 
but backed Troy up on its 
own 10-yard line. The Trojan 
wishbone again couldn't 
mount any attack and again 
had to punt. Elba’s John 
Meachum applied a heavy 
rush on the play and de- 
flected the kick, with the 
Tigers taking over at the 
Troy 35. A Trojan penalty 
and 3 runs by Michael Scott 
moved Elba to the 18, but the 
Troy defense rose up, forcing 
sophomore Dwayne Hooks to 
come in for a 35-yard field 
goal attempt.

The 
Trojans again got their of- 
fense in gear and in only two 
plays moved all the way to 
the Elba 15-yard line. A 
3-yard run moved Troy to the 


12, but a fumble lost six 


yards and an incomplete pass 
left the Trojans with a fourth 
and 13 on the 18-yard line. A 
pitch-out failed to connect on 
the big fourth down play, 
resulting in a fumble, and 
Elba took over the Troy 21.

Look For 


Oxygen, 


Not Fish 


Fishermen - stop wasting 
your time! Instead of looking 
for fish, try searching for 
oxygen. Once you find the 
correct amount, chances are 
better than even that you'll 
find fish. 

Lake anglers are faced 
with a tough challenge. In 
practically any reservoir, 50 
percent of the water doesn’t 
have enough free oxygen to 
support fish life. Nearly half 
the remaining water will 
have less than the desirable 
oxygen content and will 
serve only temporary 
habitat for fish. 

Oxyger in water is 
measured in parts per million 
(ppm). Research has shown 
that where there is less than 
two ppm, fish will stay only a 
few seconds. When the 
Oxygen content is from two to 
five ppm, tests indicate that 
fish will remain up to 10 
minutes. The ideal range, 
according to some fishing 
experts, is from five to 13 
ppm. At this level fish have 
access to enough oxygen to 
sustain them indefinitely. 

You can locate the ideal 
oxycline (five to 13 ppm) by 
testing various water depths 
with an oxygen meter. These 
compact, battery operated 
instruments consist of a 
probe on a graduated cable 
which is linked to a meter 
that indicates the amount of 
free oxygen in the water. You 
set the meter for eight and a 
half ppm (atmospheric 
oxygen level), release the 
probe and let it down into the 
water.

“*State’’ means the State of Alabama.

‘State Sales Tax Statutes’? means Division 1 of Article 1 
of Chapter 23 of Title 40 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, including all other statutes of the State, as such

existing courthouse in Elba, and (d) renovating and 
equipping the existing county jail in Elba? Yes ----- No .---- Hed 

The referendum election shall be held and the officers 
appointed to hold the same shal! be appointed in the manner 
prayided by law for holding other county elections, and the 
returns thereof shall be tabulated and the results certified as 
provided by law. The costs of the election, including the cost 

of publishing notices thereof, shall be paid out of the general 
funds of the county.
